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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner maintains that the previous 
rejection of the claims is proper As clearly cited in the previous rejection, Schnelle teaches a multidimensional space (specifically 
mentioning three dimensional), which by definition and clearly displayed in the cited diagrams (Figures 3 and 4) are three orthogonal 
directions, which are used to navigate among predefined document portions, which clearly corresponds to a "predefined portion of text" 
as claimed by the applicant (Page 9, line 8-page 1 0, line 20 of Schnelle). Schnelle does not teach all of the limitations of claims .1 1 , 22, 
and 33, however it is unnecessary to argue these point, being that the examiner clearly states that the limitations in question are not 
taught by Schnelle, rather made obvious in view of the teachings of Weinberg. The examiner continues to maintain these rejections and 
all other rejections in view of the cited prior art as shown in the previous rejection.
